Victims Of Firing Squads Will 
Be Cremated As Quickly 
As Facilities Permit 


NEW UPRISING 


VIENNA, July 5.—The arrest, by 
order of Chancellor Adolf Hitler, 
of three Reich cabinet ministers, 
including Eltz yon*Ruebenach, was 
reported Wednesday night, from 
Munich, by telegraph. 

Persistent reports that the “sec- 
ond revolution” was by no means 
over, were brought here Wednesday 
by Austrian legionairies, fleeing 
from Bavaria, They said they un- 
derstood nearly 3,000 Storm Troop 
chiefs had been arrested. 

Travellers said that a “revolution- 
ary committee,” composed of the 
friends and relatives of the execut- 
ed Storm Troop chief of staff, Ernst 
Reehm and the Berlin-Brandenburg 
leader, Karl Ernst, had been formed 
in Munich. 

Perseculing The Dead 

BERLIN, July 5—Mourners, in- 
cluding Baron Kurt von Hammer- 
stein-Equord former army chief, 
were prevented Wecnesday by po- 
lice from altending the funeral of 
former Chancellor Kurt von Schlei- 
cher, and his wife, who were killed 
in Saturday's “clean-up.” 

The baron, and various officers, 
gathered around the funeral chapel 
in Park cemetery to pay their last 
respects to the man ang woman, 
who were officially stated, to have 
been shot, “resisting arrest.” The 
doors did not open, and a few min- 
utes before the hour set for the ser- 
vices, numerous police arrived with 
an order “from above,” that no one 
could attend the funeral rites, 

Floral tributes were ordered tak- 
en in the rear door of the chapel. 
When the clergyman arrived he was 
told that there would be no relig- 
lous ceremony. 

At the graye, from which mourn- 
ers were also dispersed, were many 
floral tributes, 

Meanwhile, a high police official, 
stated the bodies of Berlin storm 
troopers, shot by firing squads will 
be burned as fast as the crematory,

Germany's 
“sturdy oak,’ President Poul von 
Hindenburg, refused Wednesday Lo 
bow before the will of Adolf Hitler, 
and the Fresident’s protege’ Franz 
von Papen, kept his place as Vice- 
Chancellor of the Reich, 

Hitler, who, a few days ago, rulh- 
leeslly killed his enemies in the ‘Na- 
z) party came back to Berlin Wednes 
day afternoon, from a conference 
at Neudeck, with the 86-year-old 
President. Shortly afterwards, it was 
announced that. Vice - Chancellor 
von Papen, who not only js not a 
Nazi, but is a erltic of many Nazi 
pulicies, would keep his position, 

Until Tuesday, 1t had been the 
plan of the “purged' Nazi party to 
remove him from office and give 
the second place in the cabinet to 
Hermann Wilhelm Goering, Prus- 
sian Premier, and at present, Hit- 
ler's closest collaborator.

Some Absurd Laws 


“No thief e'er left the halter draw with good 


opinion of the law.” This quotation {s not infre- 
quently d when some law-breaker finds himself 
up against it 

There are instances. however, where a techni- 


cal law4breaker is much more to be sympathized with 
than to be condemned. With all the wisdom of leg- 
islation, there are a very few fool laws, These are 
ly passed at the instance of the off-clals who 
in desiring to make it impossible for a guilty person 
to ¢ wish to set a legal met that cannot 
bub many innocent persons, 

Tor example, if you take a friend) who is visiting 
you for a drive in your automobile and he or she 
be through even an almost indiscernible 
of bad driving by yourself, you can be soaked 
for damages, and visitors have sued many friends 
during the last few yeays under the circumstances 
indicated. If you should even presume to drive a 
friend to church you are lable to be sued by that 
for damages, if he or she be in any 
inju in the transportation. 

One can understand that where a fee is being 
charged for conveying a person #rém one place <o 
the owner or driver of the vehicle

the passenger's injuries, but it is little less than in- 
sanity to put the power in the hands of @ person’ 
who {s accepting a free ride to sue the Icindly dis= 
posed person who giyes him that ride for damages 
under any circumstances. 

There are also in the Excise Acl some very 
peculiar laws, and the department ab ‘Ottawa has 
been endeavoring to get a bill through to make it 
still easier to convict an innocent person than it 
has been under the old law, As an example of 
what is possible under this law. conser this ex- 
ample: 

Suppose the owner of an automobile or any 
other carriage In Brockville were driving to Pres- 
eott and he gave a friend a lift in his vehicle, if 
that frlend had by ony means in his pocket w 
drink of Mlicit whiskey the Royal Canadian (Mount- 
ed Police could come along and selze your car, nal- 
though you knew nothing about your friend having 
whiskey In his pocket, and there is no means by 
Which your car could be recovered. 

In other words, the law is so stringent that an 
innocent person could have his property taken ‘n 
the name of the Crown and there would be no 
remedy. This interpretation of the law has been 
disputed in some cases, but up to date it appears 
to haye ibeen held yalid. This law if it be properly 
interpreted is noth‘ng less than larceny by the Goy- 
emment—what would be called theft by a private 
individual. The Senate is attempting to amend 
this legislation to make it clear that there will be 
a means of applying for return of one’s property, 
if the owner is proven innocent of all knowledge 
of the violation of the law by the use of his car. 

Tr such acts are kept on the statute books, ‘t 
will soon be that a man will not be able to take his 


warmest friend for a drive around the block withoat 
having him searched. 

Another bit of legalized bunk has been the law 
providing that any recipient of cash for a sweepstake 
ticket cam be sued by an informer for the amount 
of his winnings and the money goes to the latter. 
As might have been imagined, a law so fantastic 


!can be easily broken, and the result has been that 


a friend of the lottery ticket hero would enter action 
immediately the money was received, and as an in- 
former, the cash was his to the public, but it really 
was a way to protect the violator of the foolish law. 

The Government is now proposing to change 
that law and make the proceeds from the sweep- 
stake forfeitable to the Crown. This will leave the 
responsjpility, it appears, to the Attorney-General 
of every province to prosecute those who profit by 
such things. 

If the innocent public knew all the laws that 
were on the statute book of Canada, and the proy- 
inces, yes, and the by-laws of the municipalities, they 
would be afraid to go out on a rainy day alone or 
speak to the neighbors without a permit.—Brockville 
Recorder and Times.

the “Scotchman iand taking into 
consideration his previous ability 
to ‘stay out of trouble, ‘was given

The trial occupied the ‘entire day 
and ‘did not end, till after seven- 
thirty in the evening.

The story of kings and kingdoms

which our lessons are taken, reflects 
only what has been true in the hist- 
ory of other peoples and nations: and 
their rulers. 


The Bible consistently represents 
good rule and righteous conduct as 
approved by God and as making for 
social welfare and blessedness am- 
ong the people, and as consistently 
it represents evil rulers as departing 
from the ways and purposes of God, 
and bringing judgement upon them- 
selves and upon their people. 


In Lhe broad course of history the 
representation of the Bible js true. 
Sometimes we see a people engned 
and broken where some heroic tul- 
er or leader seeks to save his mat- 
fon from the tyranny of a surround- 
ing or oppressive power; but a hist- 
ary of evil deeds and consequences 
4s usually found back of the situat- 
ions of distress and trouble in which 
nations are plunged. 

God is on the side of the people.

cessary; to run it at all as long as 
the Swift Rapids plant can carry 
the night load. The water saved by 
this can be stored, for use during 
peak hours, Estimating that the 
plant will average 70 per cent. of 
its capacity during 24 hours (a 
high percentage) and making some 
allowance for wastage, Mr. McRae 
figures that the regulated flow of 
the Gull River, even in the driest 
year, will provide 340 cubic second 
feet for the turbine input. 
making his calculations, Mr, McRae 
has used this as a basis, and it 's 
upon this input that the capacity 
of the hydraulical and electrical 
machinery has been based. How 
conservative these figures are can 
be realised by examining this table 
g.ving the mean monthly flow at 
Elliott's Falls, (which {s some dis- 
tance below Workman's Falls, al-

Weekly Sunday School Lesson 


God Cares For Elijah 


Text: 1 Kings 17: 1-7; 19: 1-8. 

The International Uniform Sun- 
day School Lesson for July 15. 

By WM. E. GILROY, D. D. 
Editor of Advance 

The prophet Elijah stands out as 
o great figure in spiritual history. 
The records come to us from a re- 
mote past, and {t Is no disparage- 
ment of Serjpture to say that they 
bear the characteristics of early re- 
cords in the history of other times 
{nq peoples. 

We probably have resiity mingled 
with tradition and beautiful stories 
that came down concerning the 
prophets; but the important thing 
{fs the simplicity with which all ot 
these emphasize thelr spiritual 
truth. 

Elijah was a man of his time. He 
does not appear in the new testa- 
ment nor in the glory of the New 
Testament teaching. When the di- 
sciples of Jesus wanted him to call 
down fire from heaven ang consume 
inhospitable villagers, “as did Elij- 
ah,” Jesus told them that they did 
not know what spirit they were of. 

Jesus came to reveal a larger and 
fuller gospel— a gospel of love and 
forgiveness, deep in its compre- 
hensiveness and magnanimity. 

But Elijah stands forth, never- 
theless, as a great prophet of right- 
cousness, stern, as many men of 
simple earnestness and righteous- 
ness haye been, with his enemies. 
Well defined and with no great pur- 
pose in his heart to love his ene- 
mies, 

On the contrary, his enemies 
were the enemies of the Lord, and 
he was consumed with energy and 
zeal against those who slighted the 
truth, 

We have in our lesson a beautiful 
Picture of the man of simple char- 
acter, fed by the ravens and drink- 
ing from the water-of the brook of 
Cherith. True prophets have al- 
Ways been men of simple life and 
habit. 


There is something in the pro- 
phetic mission that seems inharmo- 
nious with luxury and indulgence. 
The prophef must be well diseiplin- 
cd if he would speak of others con- 
cerning truth and righteousness. 

Elijah’s grent antagonist was the 
woman Jezebel, the wife of Aliab. 
We think of Jezebel as a woman of 
very wicked and evil character. The 
term has become a byword for the 


most debased sort of woman, It t& 
just posible that this sort of re- 
presentation is nol quite fair to 
Jezebel. 

Elijah’s intense opposition to her, 
as the enemy of true religion, may 
bling our minds to the extent to 
Which Jezebel may haye been sin- 
cere and earnest in the religion to 
which she professed. 

But it was a religion that had not 
the clear moral sense of Elijah’s de- 
yotion to Jehaveh. It was 2 relig- 
jon that was associated with false 
practices, and even if we think of 
Jezebel os zealous in her own re- 
ligion, we must think of her as 
bigoted and peiverse, without a 


truer influences. 

It ts not enough in life to he open 
Onq zealous. The more earnest and 
zealous we are in wrong courses; the 
more harm we are likely to do, The 
blindness of Jezebel was manifest in 
her hatred of Elijah and in her de- 
termination to destroy him if she 
could. . 

Even a prophet must yalue his 
life, though he may be willing to 
yield it on occasion, and Elijah, 
under threats of Jezebel, went to the 
wilderness, discouraged and broken 
spirited. 

Here the Lord's care was manifest 
more even than in the feeding of 
the ravens. An angelic vislon came 
to Elijah im his sleep and aroused 
him. The broken-spirited and di 
couraged man arose in strength, 
prepared for the great conflict and 
triumph that were in store for him.

Ghurch and 
charilable organizations may we 
giyen permission to raise dunds on 
articles not exceeding fifty dollars 
in value. 


In the case of cars or other ar- 
ticles exceeding ‘fifty dollars in 
value on which the various organ- 
izations attempt to ralse money in 
this way, such articles are liable to 
confiscation by the authoritics.

Sanization from out of town selling: 
lickets on a car in town this week 
and intended to overcome the reg- 
wations was to haye the tickets 
contain the information that she 
holder of the winning ticket could 
purchase the car for the sum of 
one dollar.

It Is a strange and paradoxical 
fact, but ofttimes the hour of vic- 
tory is‘an hour of danger. Apparent 
triumph ‘frequently carries a sting. 
Remember the warning of St. Paul 
that those wao were standing take| 
heed lest they fall, 


Elijah, in his zeal for the cause 
of what he believed to be true and 
pure religion, had achieved a great 
victory over Jezebel and the proph- 
ets of Baal. His victory could hard- 
ly have been more complete, and yet 
we find him rcesen-spirited and 
discouraged, secking refuge from the 
elements ang his fellow men, in a 
cave. 


There was no moral collapse, such 

AS comes to men at times when they 
haye worn themselves out with their 
zeal even in a moral cause. The de- 
pression that Elijah suffered was 
spiritual, and, it did not, aparently, 
affect his own relationship with 
God. 
“He was still strong in his own 
faith, and im his own determinat- 
fon to follow the. right. bit, in. the, 
intense reaction. when probably his 
physical strength ad been spent, 
he was unabdle to set the proper va- 
lue upon. things, 

He thought of himself as the only 
true, prophet of God left, and he 
saw his own life betrayed and en- 
cangerea. 

It was under these circumstances 
that the voice of the Lord came to 
him in the cave, telling him to 
go forth, and stand upon the mount 
before the Lord. If there Is amy vis-j 
jon that can come to strengthen 
and hearten a man, he fs more like- 
ly to get it standing upon a mount—

It was not long before Elijah had 
a tremendous vision. A great wind- 
storm rent the mountains and broke 
the rocks, and after the wind there 
came a great eartquake, after the 
earthquake there was a fire; but 
not in wind, earthquake or fire did 
Elijah hear the voice of the Lord, 
though he felt the presence. 

But after all these manifestations, 
came a still, small voice, inquiring 
concerning Elijah's condition and 
trouble, giving him a commission 
to fulfil, that he should anoint new 
kings over Syria and Israel, and 
Elisha as a prophet in his place. 

Then came, also, the mild rebuke 
of the still, small voice, reminding 
Elijah that there were still 7,000 in 
israel who had not bowed the knee 
to Baal. 

E\\jah might have been sayed this 
gloomy and desperate experience if 
he had been only able to see these 
7,000 faithful saints. How often we 
make similar misappraisals of the 
forces of right that surround us! 

Either when 
when in victory over wrong, 
we are weakeneq by the struggle, 
it is the tempters way to whisper 
to us that we are alone and un- 
supported, that the cause of truth 
and right is not as strong as we 
had supposed it to be. 

What is the cure for these moods, 
of depression? There are two cur- 
es. 


One is to get out of the cave, to 
get out of the caye of one’s own 
depressed spirit. This was the way 
of the psalmist who communed with 
his soul, saying. 

“Why art thou cast down? Why 
art thou disquieted within me?” 

The other way is to get to the 
mountain vision, where God can re- 
yeal Himself to ns and where we 
can find new hope in Him.

THOMAS SAMPSON 

The Isabella County Times-News, 
Mount Pleasant, Michigan, on July

Thomas Sampson, dean of ‘the 
county board of supervisors veteran 
of the Ysabella Democratic party 
and long fts leader, businessman 
and beloved citizen here for more 
than half a century, died cuietly in 
his sleep Saturda yhgint appe fi 
his sleep Saturday night. He was 80 
years old. 

Death followed an active career 
in ‘business and political life .until 
within a few weeks of his passing. 
{About a month ago he was forced 
to ‘give up his strenuous activities 
and from ‘that time continued to 
fail slowly. 

Puneral services were held from 
his home on East Broadway ‘Tues- 
day afternoon. The court house 
and city offices were ~losed in a 
final tribute of respect and honor 
to the grand old veteran af the city 
and county, who in his years of 
activity in behalf of others has 
won him a ‘place in the hearts of 
countless citizens, young and old. 

Born in Canada, February 1, 
1854 the deceased came teo Mount 
Pleasant 62 years ago last March. 
He spent his first few years here 
working in the lumber camps and 
woods and later established one of 
the first livery stables of the coun- 
ty seat. Late= he wns engaged in 
the lumbering business ond the 
contracting business. In more re-

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MURDER OF DOLLFUSS SHAKES EU 


Woodville Is 
Prominent In 
Local History 


In Past Years Was Extremely 
Busy Corner of Victoria 
County 


RECALL SETTLERS 


WOODVILLE, July 26— The 
following article has been compiled 
by Mrs. Albert Fisher, of Wood- 
yille, and given at the July meet- 
ing of the Women's Institute. As 
Mrs. Fisher went to a great deal 
of trouble to obtain this informa- 
tion, the Woodyille correspondent 
felt that many people in and 
around Woodville, as well as for- 
mer residents, might appreciate an 
account of it, 

Probably the most appropriate 
name to be first given would be 
that of Woodville's oldest living 
man, John McArthur, who is now 
in his 94th year, and is the veteran 
builder or ‘carpenter’ as it is now 
called. He is enjoying fairly good 
health, and is about his home and 
garden. Many buildings in Wood- 
ville are products of his carpenter 
work. 

The present modern drug store, 
whose proprietor is L. R. Staples, 
Ph. M.B., was the site of the first 
drug store in Woodville. Angus 
McLeod was the druggist, and was 
an uncle of John and Alex Mc- 
Leod, residents of Woodville now. 
The corner block where Ruan's 
store and the post office now 
stands was then a popular croquet 
grounds, where both young and old 
enjoyed the game. There wos a 
@ photographer by the name of 
Fairburn. He was also a singer of! 
some note and presented concerts. 

Potash Plant 

A potash manufacturing plant 
was the centre of great interest, 
and profit too, as farmers in ex- 
change for ashes were given soap. ; 
Where the C.N.R. statlun now 
stands a cheese factory then was 
operated. 

A brickyard stood in the field 
which is now the property of Al- 
bert Fisher, just near the gravel 
pit on the 4th concession of Eldon 
Norman McLeod, father cf John 
and Alex McLeod, here procured 
the brick with which to biulld his 
house, which still Jooks quite new, 
and has been a brick Jandmark in 
“The Glen” for many years before 
any other such hoitses were erect- 
ed. Even yet Mr. Fisher turns up 
ploughing in that fleld. 

The county surveyor at this time 
was a Mr, Lumsden; the clerk of 
the court Mr, G. W. Millex, and the 
bailiff a Mr, Hungerford. 

Captain Sinclair Mved in Wood- 
ville during winter and sa{led the 
great lakes in the summer, A boot 
and shoe store was kept by Rod 
Campbell, in the house now occu- 
pied by, Captain Nell Patterson. 
Butcher shop proprietors were Jas. 
Stevenson and a Mr, Ammond. The 
tailor was Peter McSweyn; dress- 
maker, Sara McCorquodale; dry 
goods Garret and Ferguson; Mc- 
Millan and McNabb; stove and tin- 
shop, Peter Crouter; boot and shoes 
and hardware, John Sidie. There 
was a foundry and grist mill run 
by White Brothers. Mr, Suther- 
land was a veterinary, and’ Mr, 
King, Hallward Brothers and Mr. 
Davis masons. Drs, Clark and Mc- 
Kay were the physicians for the vil- 
Jage and surrounding country for 
great distances, Dr. McKay later 
became member of Parliament, be- 
ing a Liberal, 

A second foundry was owned and 
Operated by Archie Campbell, de- 
ceased but a few years and the 
father off Miss A, F. Campbell, tele- 
phone operator in Woodville now. 
An early agent for sleighs and wag- 
ons was a man, Thomas Brignall, 
who was later followed by 9 car- 
riage shop proprietor, Fred Lease, 
A shoe maker by the nickname of

Wood is the cheapest fuel ! 

So it has been decided by a com- 
niittee of the Town Council, which 
has ordered one hundred cords of 
wood from J. G. Baldwin, Lindsay 
wood dealer, to be delivered in the 
market square. The wood will be 
piled there, and as it is In four foot 
lengths, it will proably be sawed 
by transients wanting a meal or 
by relief recipients, 


Last year the Town Councll 
bought 150 cords of wood from dis- 
trict farmers, but as there were 25 
or 30 cords left over, it was thought, 
that one hundred cords would be 
sufficlent for the coming winter. 
The price this year was a little high- 
er than last year, the reason pro- 
bably being because surplus wood 
haq been used up in the “wood-as- 
fuel campaign” here, which saw 
many pudlle organizations burning 
wood instead of coal {n the past 
two years. There were also fewer 
men cutting wood, owing to the 
large number of men working on 
the highways. 

Early this year the Council was 
undecided whether to buy wood or 
coal, not knowing which would be 
the cheaper fuel. A speclal commit- 
tee was appointed to Investigate the 
prices of both fuels, and secure 
tenders. It was decideg to buy wood 
as it had proved tts worth by heating 
the Town Hall at less cost last win- 
ter, the coldest winter in a great 
many years. Despite the raise in 
the price of wood, the Councll com- 
mittee still considered {t the best 
buy.

Europe fears today that the as- 
eassination of Chancellor Dolifuss, 
of Austria, on Wednesday, may set 
the matsh to the powder-keg on 
which Europe is sitting, plunging 
the world into a war, as much 
worse than the last war, as science 
could make it, 

As definite word reached other 
European countries, that Dolifuss 
was really dead, they began to taki 
precautions. 

In Austria, Minister of Education 
Dr. Kurt Schuschnidg has taken oy- 
er the Government, and cancelled 
the promised “free conduct” into 
Germany for 144 conspirators in- 
volved in the killing of Dollfuss. 

In Italy, Mussolini ordered all

covered that Dollfuss was dead. 

Promise Cancelled 

The 144 were placed In Marokaner 
Barracks, stripped of thelr uniforms 
and ordered held, after a Cabinet 
meeting, under the leadership of 
the new Chancellor, Dr, Kurt Schus- 
chnigg, Minister of Education. 

An official communique said the 
fact that Dollfuss was killed can- 
celled the promise of safe conduct, 
in return for which the Nazis had

Four hotels, the last) which was 
burned to the ground last Feb- 
ruary, haying been built about 100 
years, The others stood, one where 
McIntyre and Mark's garage is, 
another where the Town Hall 
stands, and still another where 
Wesley Oliver's house 1s built. 

The churches of that day were a 
most important part of the people's 
life, and they walked many miles 
to attend meetings. The first 
church, which could be traced, was 
a log building and was siluated 
north of Mrs. Trebel’s nouse. It 
was a Baptist Church. A ceme- 
tery surrounded it. Later it was 
damaged by storm, and it was de- 
cided to build a new one, rather 
than to repair it. The new one 
stood on the south side of the 
road, where the Town Line Ceme- 
tery {s, The sheds were on the 
north side of the road. The bodies 
which were buried in the first 
cemetery were moved to the new 
church cemetery, with the excep- 
tion of two, which are still in their 
first resting place. 

The two churches have been turn- 
ed into driving sheds and are still 
used, one by Mr. Fisher and the 
other by Irwin Simpson. The pre- 
sent Presbyterian Church site was 
the next one built on. It was burn- 
ed as will be remembered in 1920. 
A fine new church has replaced it, 
In 1859 Rey. MacTavish came to 
the Free Church in Woodville. He 
was an eloquent preacher, His 
Successor was Rev. J. A. Murray, 
and he was very popular with the 
young folk. The first Eldon church 
was built in 1844, John McMurchy 
being the minister. 

People From Highlands 


In the year 1828 the ship “Hunt-" 


Jey” brought a large company of 
people from the Highlands of Scot- 
land. Some names among them 
were the McCorquodale’s, Duncan 
settling on the west half of Jot 2, 
concession 1, Eldon, who claimed 
to be a lineal descendant of Baron 
McCorquodale of Argyleshire. Hugh 
settled on the east half lot 2, con. 
1. His son later kept hotel in 
Woodville, known as the “Eldon 
House.” The McIntyre family, in- 
cluding the widowed mother and 
four sons, Andrew Duncan, Angus 
and Archibald, and James and 
Alex McAlpine with their families 
were from Napdale. They setticd 
on the 3rd concession of Eldon, 
which is now the Lorneville road. 
The street which runs into Wood- 
ville is still called Napdale St. 

Eldon was surveyed by Henry 
Ewing, of Cobourg, in 1825. His 
home was a small log house just 
north of George Murray’s barn a3 
it now stands. His son Charles 
Eldon Ewing was the first white 
baby born in Woodville. 

The first Method'st Church, a 
frame building, was situated near 
the present skating rink. It served 
until the brick church, which is 
now the United Church was erected.

Numerous complaints are now 
being received by M. H. Winter, 
agricultural representative, regard- 
ing damage done by Cut worms or 
Army worms when they become so 
numerous that they oadyance from 
one field to another. 

Cutworms are stout, hairless cat- 
erpillars nbout 1% to 2 inches long, 
he says. They yary in color from 
nearly white to almost black. The 
adults are stout-bodied, dull colour- 
ed moths with a wing expanse of 
1% to 144 inches. 

Cutworms do considerable dam- 
age to vegetable, grass and grain 
crops each year. They are kept in 
check principally by parasites but

is a poison bran bait. One recipe 
advised is bran 25 lbs., Paris Green 
or fine white Arsenic 1 lb., cheap 
molasses % gallon, water about 214 
gallons. 
Mix the bran and poison dry and 
gradually add water containing the 
molasses until all is wet and will 
fall like sawdust through the fin- 
gers. Do not make the mixture 
sloppy. 

Scatter the mixture ahead of the 
worms early in the evening at the 
rate of 15 pounds dry bran to the 
acre. Usually one application is 
sufficient but it may be necessary 
to do it the second time. 

A furrow may be plowed ahead 
of the worms and a post hole dug 
eyery few feet. The worms fall into 
these holes and can be destroyed. 
These furrows together with poison 
‘bait will usually control an out- 
break. 

Care must be faken not to put 
this mixture where it can be pick- 
ed up by fowl.

School Lesson 


Micaiah Speaks The Truth 


Text: I Kings 22: 1-11. 

The International Uniform Sun- 
day School Lesson fer July 29th. 
By WM. E. GILROY, D.D. 
Editor of Advance 
‘Kings and commoners, when they 
want to do some particular thing, 
and have more or less made up their 
minds to do it, frequently seck 
advice. The counsellor who advises 
them against it, no matter how 
wise or just his advice may be, is 
Ukely to get himselr disliked for his 
pains, no matter how much the 
king or the commoner may have 

urged him to be frank, 

Much of the time, when we seek 
advice, we want to haye our own 
judgement confirmed, rather than: 
upset, and we tend to value or 
counsellors somewhat according to 
whether they give us pleasant and 
favorable, or discouraging words, 

Here, in our lesson, King Ahab, 
of Israel, had set himself upon a 
certain course. He wanted to re- 
gain Ramoth, in Gilead, then in 
possession of the king of Syria, 

He turned to Jehoshaphat, king 
of Judah, for help. Jehoshaphat was 
willing to give him assistance and 
to ally his people, his horses, and 
forces with those of Ahab, but he 
suggested that first of all it might 
be wiser to inquire of the Lord. 

I suppose that pagan peoples 
would have said, “consult an ora- 
ele.” That was practically 4%iat it 
amounted to, tor Ahab called in 
some hundreds of prophets, who 
were ministers of pleasant words, 
rather than clear-sighted and ho- 
nest advisers. 

They sensed what Ahab wanted 


‘them to say. and they sald it, tell- 


ing him to go en up and fight for 

Ramoth, because the Lord would de- 

liver it into his hands.

CONTRACT IS BROKEN 

Many Lindsay citizens have been 
Inquiring since as to what happen- 
ed the town water suppiy Thursday 
afternoon and evening, and why 
the water, during the evening, had 
that old familiar, weedy taste that 
had been giving the town so much 
concern up until the new artesian 
wells were pul in operation some 
months ago 

The explanation is that for the 
first time since the new wells were 
tapped, the river had to be called 
upon to supply the town's water 
requirements, due to the heavy de- 
Diands upon the new system, in the 
intense heat Thursday. The fact 
that the Hydro power was cut off 
for some time Thursday afternoon 
brought the condition to a head, as 
the pumps which operate on the 
wells and force the. water up into 
the stand pipe, are electrically op- 
erated, and as a result, were not 
working. 

Even before the power was shul 
off the pressure was very low, and 
arrangements had been made to 
have the pump house supply river 
water at a moment’s notice. Al- 
though the water pumpeg from the 
iver was filtered and treated, it 
had a very objectionable taste, and 
odor, and Lindsay citizens would 
not care to come back to this sour- 
ce for their water supply. 

It is apparent from the results on 
Thursday, that the town ts working 
on a very small surplus, and the 
condition is not at all satisfactory, 
either to the Water Board or Lo 
the citizens. The new system cost 
the town in the neighborhood of 
twenty five thousand dollars. For 
this sum they were given a guaran- 
tee by the Jordan Roberts Company 
lof Brantfora, the Company who 
dug the wells, that there would be 
@ constant supply of one and one 
half million gallons per day. The 
best the pumps will do is around | 
seven hundred thousand gallons per 
day, or less than half the amount 
contracted for. From thie it can be 
seen that the system has nob lived 
up to the contract. 

The Water Board, through its 
solicitor, is taking the necessary 
steps to correct the situation from 
a financial standpoint, and it is 
expected that some arrangements 
will be entereq into in the very near 
future, This will be done by attemp- 
ting to recover all the money paid, 
to the contractor, and then paying 
him a fair sum for the work done 
here.

Are Charging 
Exchange On 
U.S.Currency 


Embarrasses Tourists Maybe 
But Stores Must Charge it 


As Banks Charge Them 


SOME FIGURES 


Exchange on American money on 
Wednesday was two aud three-quar- 
ters per cent. On speaking to a 
local bank manager the writer was 
told that the exchange was not 
anticipated to run any more than 
five or six per cent. at any time. 

He also divulged some interésting 
angles on the matter of money ang- 
les. He stated, that ff at this time 
last year, a man entered the bank 
with an American one-hundred dol- 
lar bill, he woulq have received 
one-hundred and twenty gollars in 
Canadian currency, while a man 
coming into the bank today with a 
like bill would receive only ninety- 
seven dollars and seventy-five cents. 
During the time when American 
money was twenty per cent. more 
valuable than Canadian money, a 
“racket” was worked, particularly 
in the border cities. An American 
would come over with, say, one 
thousand dollars, and deposit it in 
a Canadian bank. He would be ecre- 
dited with twelve-hundred dollars 
and if he were to take it back to 
an American bank today, it would 
be worth twelve hundred and thir- 
ty three dollars. 

In combating this, Canadian 
oanks forced these American depos- 
itors to put their money into cur- 
rent accounts, and in that way the 
banks were not obliged to pay in- 
terest. This succeeded tn discour- 
aging the practice to some extent, 
but when American 
closing their doors in large num- 
bers, owing to the depression, a 
stream of American money came in- 
to Canadian banks. The Americans 
knew their money was safe, and 
were getting a high rate of exchan- 
ge. 

A local man entered a store ih 
Lindsay recently, and, after mak- 
ing a purchase, recelved with his 
change, an American bill. He went 
to another store, purchased some- 
thing else, and tendered the Amer- 
jcan bill In payment. The marchant 
charged him for the exchange, so 
he immediately took the bill back 
to the first store and demanded Ca- 
nadian currency. This exchange, 
however small {t may be, must prove 
embarrassing to our American cou- 
sins, who are summering over here. 
They purchase their necessities from. 
a store, and the merchant is forced 
to charge them exchange, becuase 
the bank charges him. The bank ts 
because, if It 
didn't, considering the amount of 
money that $s turned over dally, 
<L can be readily seen that it would 
be a large item.

west of Manillta was celebrated by 4 
large number of former pupils who 
gathered from many points for the 
historic occasion. 

Going to the school, the molor- 
ist proceeds west from Manilla on 
the King’s Highway to the first 
cross road, which is a few hundred 
yards farther down the hill than 
where, years ago, bubbled a beau- 
tiful, clear, cold spring, known as 
the “Bear's Well,” where, tradition 
says the fairies danced and the 
ghosts made their periodic visits.

To Dominion 


Amount They Spend Here 
Compares Favorably With 
Other Big Industries 


SUGGESTIONS 


“With due recognition of the im- 
portance of the tourlst trade in Bu- 
rope, it must be conceded that Ca- 
nada holds first place among the 
playgrounds of the world. The sce- 
nic beauty of the Canadian Rock- 
jes, the lakes and rivers of Central 
Canada, the historic landmarks and 
traditions of Quebec, and the sum- 
mer resorts of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, are attracting approximate- 
ly fifteen million tourists a year.’ 

“As a definite movement in the 
direction of trade expansion, let 
Canada become known as the coun- 
tty where the tourist from the Un- 
ited “States may purchase distinc- 
tive articles of merchandise at low- 
er prices than are feasible in a 
country of prohibitive tariffs. The 
geographic location of the United 
States has given Canada the oppor- 
tunity of developing the art of 
skilled merchandising in a manner 
which does not exist in other coun- 
tries.” 

“At present the cost of manufac- 
turing constitutes only about fifty 
per cent. of the ultimate selling 
price of the majority of manufac- 
tured articles, which come into the 
enannels of retail distribution. Is 
is particularly true of luxuries that 
the margin of profit in distribution 
are sufficient, so that it is more 
profitable for a country to be en- 
gaged in their distribution than it 
is to produce such goods for sale 
in other countries.’ 

These excerpts from the annual 
speech given on January 9th,1930, 
by the late Mr. C, E. Neill, Vice- 
President ang Managing Director of 
the Royal Bank of Canada, were de- 
finite evidence of his recognition 
of the present and potential 
importance of the tourist trade in 
Canada.

With this background to indicat.

There were a large number of 
witnesses who expressed the opin- 
jon that large scale advertising is 
desirable. Radio programs, maga- 
zine and newspaper advertising and 
special pamphlets, such as those 
Sssued by the railroads, the steam- 
ship companies and the provincial 
and Municipal governments, each 
have made a desirable contribution, 
Although there were some witnesses 
who expressed the opinion that ad- 
vertising in Great Britain, the 
British Possessions and in France 
would prove effective, there was a 


the money spent upon advertising 
in the United States would prove 
most profitable, since the tourists 
from that country constitute far 
more than 90 per cenv. of the total. 
There was general agreement that 
the best advertisement was the 
satisfied tourist who had been 
courteously treated and not ex- 
ploited. 
Prevent Exploitatior 

To prevent exploitation, several 
of the provinces have adopted rig- 
orous rules covering licensing of 
tourist cabins, and are giving these 
licences only to these organizations 
which maintain sanitary and com- 
fortable accommodation. There 
were a number of witnesses who 
felt that courtesy on the part of 
Revenue and Immigration Officers 
constituted an important element 
in the visitors’ impression of tae 
country. On the whole the recora 
of Government Officials has been 
most satisfactory in this resnect. 

From the evidence submitted, it 
is clear that the islands of the West 


there were between fifteen and 
twenty million visitors to Canada, 
in the course of a year, and sugges~ 
‘teq that inducing such a large! 
number of visitors to increase their 
per ‘capita purchases by only a small 
amount would create a new Indust- 
ry which could afd a substantial in-* 
crement to the annual income of 
the country. 
Between Canada and U. S. 

In an article in a recent issue of 
“The Canadian Engineer,” Dr. R. 
H. Coats, the Dominion statistician, 
wrote: 

“The tourist trade of Canada is 
largely between Canada and the 
United States, An average of from 
50 to 60,000 persons crossing the 
international boundary each day of 
the year, the crossings In both di- 
rections being twice that number, 
which is a greater number than 
crosses any other international 
poundary.” 

“Tt is estimated tinat the sale to 
each tourist in France averages ar- 
ound $700, Ours do not average one 
one-hundredth of that amount.” 
“Who, in 1918 or in 1919 would 
}have thought that we would be en- 
tertaining each year, temporary yi- 
sitors numbering almost twice our 
residential population? Looking a- 
head, we may, in the next decade, 
reasonably expect still greater in- 
creases. The situation In which Ca- 
nada finds itself is perhaps without 
parallel; it behooves us to make the 
most of our opportunities.” 

In summing up his evidence be- 
fore the Special Committee of the 
Senate, on Tourist Traffic, Mr. J. 
Morris Longstreth, the author, ex- 
pressed his convictions as follows:

TORONTO, July 21.—Heavy dai-

MORE NORTHERLY DISTRICTS 
OF ALL PRAIRIE PROVINCES 
SHOW BEST CROP CONDIT- 
IONS AT PRESENT 


WINNIPEG, July 21,—(Special)— 
With the exception of the Peace 
River District, weather has been 
generally hot and dry during the 
past week, The more northerly crop 
growing districts in all the pratr- 
ie provinces show the best prospects 
Southern acreage in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan needs rain badly and 
-€Tasshoppers and hail have cause- 
ed damage in limited areas. Paying 
cperations are well under way. The 
coarse grains need more moisture, 
according to the weekly crop report 
of the Agricultural Department, of 
the Canadian National Railways. 

The Portage-Brandon Division in 
Manitoba shows no improvement 
since ‘the last report, except in the 
more northern subdivistons. If the 
Present hot weather continues con- 
siderable grain will be cut for feed 
purposes. In the Dauphin Division, 
the weather has been hot and dry. 
Wheat is headed out and filling 
well, but additional rainfall would 
be beneficial. No report of the pest 
aamage. 

In Southern Saskatchewan, the 
continued drought and grasshop- 
per damage is catsing considerable 
apprehension, The Saskatoon ‘di- 
vision reports grain is now all head- 
ed out. Wheat is in bloom, oats are 
heading out, but straw is short. 
Conditions generally are fairly good 
but more rain is needed to insure 
grain filling out properly. Slight 
damage from insect pests ls report- 
ed. 

Weather throughout the Prince 
Albert Division has been very warm 
with occasional showers.

Turned Over Part Way Down 
And Landed Feetfirst In 
Six Feet Of Water 


WENT BACK AFTER HAT 


UXBRIDGE, July 21, — (Staff 
Correspondence)— An accident as 
spectacular as the high dives into 
tubs as done at fall fairs and as 
dangerous as the famous well-jum- 
ping In India brought no hurt to 
a boy of this vicinity who fell head- 
‘Irst down a sixty-foot well, turn- 
ed over part way down when he 
grabbed ata solid pipe, and Jand- 
ed uninjured in six feet of water. 

This peculiar acident took place 
on the farm of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
bert St. John, of Victoria Corners, 
about elght miles north of here, and 
thelr son, John, was the lucky 
youth, who accidentally learned the 
secret art of well jumping. 

John, his father, ard Howard Ac- 
ton were engaged in fixing a well. 
A board on which the youth was 
standing broke, pitching him head- 
first into the bottom of the well, 
gixty-feet below. 

On the way down he had pres- 
ence of mind enough to grab the 
pipe, and In some unknown manner 
right himself, so that he landed on 
his feet, in six feet of water.
